— In the Century there is now being 
published a very interesting life of Lin­ 
coln written by two of the intim&tcfrietius 
of that great man. 
In the December

this which gives Lincoln’s idea of himself 
as a military hero. 
It is an extract of a 
speech in congress. 
He never took his 
campaigning seriously . 
The politician’s 
habit of glorify ing the petty incidents of 


a candidate'» life alway s seemed absurd 
to him, and in his speech, made in 1848, 
ridiculing the effort on the part of Gener­ 
al Cass’ friends to draw some political 
advantage from that gentleman’s respect­ 
able but obscure services on the frontier 
in the war with Great Britlac, he estop­ 
ped any future eulogist from painting his 
own military achievements in too lively 
colors. 
“ Did y ou know, Mr. Speaker,” 
he said, “ I am a military hero? 
In the 
day s of the Black Hawk war I fought, 
bled, and came away . 
I was not at Still­ 
man’« defeat, but I was about aa near it 
as General Cass was to Hull’s surrender; 
and like him, I saw the place very soon 
afterwards 
It is quite certain I did not 
break my sword, for I had none to break, 
but I bent my musket pretty badly on one 
occasion. If General Cass wept in ad­ 
vance of me picking whortleberries, I 
guess I surpassed him in charges on the 
wild onions. 
If he saw' any live fighting 
Indians it was more than I did* but I bud 
a geod many bloody struggles with the 
mosquitoes; and although I never fainted 
from loss of blood, I can truly ^say I was 
often very hungry . 
Mr, Speaifer, if ever 
1 should conclude to doff whatever our 
Democratic friends may suppose there is 
of blaek-cuckade Federalism about me, 
aDd thereupon they shall take, me up as 
their candidate for the Presidency . I pro­ 
test that they shall not make fun of me, 
as they have of General Ca*s, by attempt­ 
ing to write me into a military hero.”

enlistment into the serv ice of the United 
.States ev idence of physical soundness at the 
time of enlistment. 
It enlarges the classes of 
persons to lie entitled to the benefits of the 
pension law so as to in< ude all who may 
hav e been disabled while actually engaged 
in the serv ice of the United States, whether 
they were mustered in or not. 
It also grants 
a pension to all female nurses in the late war 
who 
shall 
hav e arriv ed at tun age of 
50 
years, 
and 
are 
without 
means 
of 
comfortable 
support. 
It 
pro­ 
v ides that there 
shall 
1« 
two classes 
of pensionable 
disabilities—v iz., 
sj>eciflc 
and non-specific. 
Non-specific disability is 
defined as one the nature and degree of which 
can not bo determined without the aid of ev i­ 
dence or of medical examination. 
The pen­ 
sionable disabilities are graded from one to 
twenty, according to the degree of injury in 
curred. The bill contains an elaborate sched­ 
ule of pensions, all higher Hiah the present 
rates. The rate for total disability, now $72 
a month, is raised to $75, and disabilities not 
now classed as total disabilities are so classed. 
The classification runs down to $6 for the 
1ms of tho second and third toes, and $5 n* 
- of th e index finger or great toe. 
Hav ing juo. — 
.......... 
f-r r ! binds 
of injury incurred during the war to all kinds 
of public serv ants it goes on to grant pensions 
of $12 a month to all surv iv ors of tho war 
who are 55 years old and not wealthy and 
who can not get larger pensions under other 
parts of tho bill. 
The bill proposes to grant 
1 tensions dating back to the time of death, 
disability, or discharge in all cases where 
♦ ho death or disability occurred in the serv ­ 
ice, and to the date of disability in all ca v a 
where the latter occurred since the war. 
It 
is impossible to make any estimate of t he 
money required to pay pensions for disabil­ 
ity incurred since soldiers left the army. 
The rate of pension for minor children is 
increased from $2 to $5 per month. 
The 
jiension office is required to giv e ev ery claim­ 
ant ten days’ notice of the time and place of 
any special examination into the merits of 
his claim, or of eny inquiry by letter to the 
postmaster or neighbors of the claimant con­ 
cerning his disability or credibility, or the 
credibility of his witnesses. 
Tho pension 
office Is debarred from receiv ing informa­ 
tion under agreement to conceal the source 
or subject-matter from tho applicant. 
It 
is made unlawful to rejoct a claim on ev i­ 
dence secured by a secret inv estigation or 
tiecause the records of the war or nav y de­ 
partment fail to show tho existence of dis­ 
ease, wound or injury. 
It is also made un­ 
lawful to reduce a pension or strike the name 
of a pensioner from the rolls without giv ing 
thirty days’ notice to the person affected. 
When a claimant who is entitled to arrears 
of pension dies before the claim is adjudi­ 
cated, the widow, minor children, and de­ 
pendent relativ es shall be entitled to the pen­ 
sions. 
The bill also corrects what are held 
to bo imperfections in minor matters of the 
present pension laws. 
“ Such further sum as 
may l>e necessary to pay the pensions granted 
under the prov isions of this act” is appropri­ 
ated in addition to the $75,0()0,0iX) appropri­ 
ated by the last pension bill.

HOW ELL’S FREAK OF NATURE. 


D ea th o f a F ull-R looded N eg ress W ho 
lla d Turned N ea rly W hite. 
Dkthoit, Mich., I)? e. 23.—Mrs. J acob El- 
v . ’dge, of Howell, thus state, who has for 
some time been known there as “ Howell’s 
strange freak of nature,” died Wednesday 
morning. 
H<*r grandfather was a Guinea 
man, and all her ancestors were full-blooded 
negroes, so far as is known. 
She came to 
Howell in 1852, a full-blooded negros» . 
Sev ­ 
eral years ago, when she was well adv ances! 
in years, she commenced to turn white, and 
at t he time of her death most of her body 
was a pure, clear, lily-white, of healthy ap­ 
pearance. 
At first, spots of white, about tho 
size of a silv er dollar, appeared on her bo.lv . 
These gradually grew’ together, until most of 
her body was white, tho change following 
the principal nerv es, and in timo creeping 
up her spinal cord and ov er her forehead. 
Then streaks of white appeared on each side 
of her chin, meeting at the mouth. Wherev er 
the change came it was completo, and the de- 
markation between black and white was dis­ 
tinct, there being no shading or gradations 
in color. 
During the change Mrs. Eldridgo suffered 
no inconv enience, and no itching or unpleas­ 
ant sensation accompanied it. 
Her health 
seemed to lie unimpaired; in fact, she has al­ 
ways been healthy, and, though past 60 years 
of age was able, up to last August, to sup­ 
port her family by doing washing and other 
heav y work. 
About that time her health 
began to fail, and she gradually declined un­ 
til her death, though her physicians say that 
this illness had no connection with her change 
of color. 
Her case is a v ery rare one, the 
whitening being due to v itiligo, or the ab­ 
sorption of the pigmentary deposits under the 
Uticle.

A BOLD ROBBERY OF JEWELRY PER­ 


PETRATED AT MINNEAPOLIS. 


Two Men Hold the People In a Crowded 
Street at Bay W hile the Third Breaks 
a Big Pla te G I m s and Scoops In the 
D ia m onds—Roxa la na Druse, Murderess, 
Gets a Respite. 


Minneapolis , Minn., Dec. 2 3 .— About 9 
o’clock Wednesday ev ening three men drov e 
up in front of tho large jewelry store of J . R. 
Elliott, corner of Nicollet av enue and Third 
street. 
Two of the men jumped from the 
sleigh, while the third held the horses. 
One 
of the men carried a heav y stick of wool 
with which he smashed the large plate-glass 
show-window, in which were trays of dia­ 
monds, watches, etc., hurriedly seized all 
av ailable jewelry and throw it into the 
sleigh, while his accomplices kept the crowds 
of people that swarmed tho street at bay 
with cocked rev olv ers. 
Before anything could be done to appre­ 
hend them, the men jumped into the sleigh 
and drov e rapidly up the street, the driv er 
wildly lashiug the horses and the robbers 
standing with rev olv ers 
pointed 
at the 
crowd. 
They secured between |6,000 and 
$7,000 worth of diamonds and watches. For 
boldness and daring this excels tho J ames 
brothers’ exploits. 
The streets were unusu­ 
ally crowded, and scores of people were look­ 
ing at the display in Elliott’s windows at the 
time of the robbery. Sev eral policemen were 
within half a block of the scene, but could 
not get there in time to apprehend the bold 
thiev es. 
A pfesse of men hav e started after 
them with fast horses, and the telephone and 
telegraph hav e been utilized to notify all 
outlets of the city to be on the outlook for 
them.

SYMPATHY FOR A MURDERESS. 


Gov ernor H ill Tells W hy He Can Not 
H elp K oxa la na Druse. 


A l b any , N. Y., Dec. 23,—The gov ernor 
has l*xm almost deluged in tho past few weeks 
by petitions and remonstrances against the 
execution of Mrs. Roxalana Druse, who has 
Ixjon conv icted of tho brutal and heartless 
murder of her husband and sentenced to be 
hung. 
Among the most prominent and per­ 
sistent of Mrs. Druso’s adv ocates has been 
Rev . Hober Newton, an Episcopal clergyman 
of New York city. The gov ernor has refused 
to commute the sentence to imprisonment for 
life, which has been the principal plea of the 
petitioners, but on Wednesday granted the 
murderess a respite until Feb. 28, at the 
same time giv ing tho points of the case 
against the prisoner, that the people may 
know what sort of woman has awakened all 
this sympathy. 
The following are the de­ 
tails of the crime as giv en by the gov ernor; 
The defendant, Roxalana Druse, was con­ 
v icted of murdering her husband in Warren, 
county of Herkimer. 
The v erdict was mur­ 
der in the first degree, and she has been sen­ 
tenced to execution by hanging on tho 29 th 
of this month. 
It is conceded that she has 
had a fair trial. It is a clear case of murder 
in the first degree. 
The ev idence shows that 
the killing was most brutal and atrocious in 
its character. 
A quarrel had occurred on 
the morning of the homicide between the de­ 
ceased and the defendant at the breakfast 
table. 
The deceased was still at the table, 
and during the quarrel of words the defend­ 
ant went into another room and took a 
loaded rev olv er which was there, ami putting 
it under her upron returned and whispered 
to the boys to go out of doors, which they 
did, leav ing herself, the daughter Mary and 
the deceased in the room. Mary then placed 
a rope around her father’s neck while he was 
at the table and the defendant fired the re­ 
v olv er once or twice at him, wounding him, 
and he fell ov er side ways in his chair, while 
the defendant, unable to make the rev olv er 
go off again, called to the nephew Frank, 
who came into the house, together with the 
boy George; whereupon the prisoner gav e 
the rev olv er to the nephew, and upon a 
threat of killing him, compelled him to fire 
it off two or three times. 
The defendant, 
being hit by the shots, rolled off the chair 
upon the floor. 
Then she seized an ax and 
hit her husband on the head with it, he ex­ 
claiming : “ Oh, Roxy, don’t,” and she con­ 
tinued hitting him on the neck until she 
chopped his head off—sev ering it completely 
from the body. 
She then caused the head, as well as the 
body, to be taken into the parlor, and during 
that day and ev ening the body was cut up 
with an ax and was burned in the stov e. She 
threatened to kill the boys if they told what 


„ occurred, burned all her husband’» 
clothe» , and mads ev ery possible effort to 
conceal the crime, causing the ashes in the 
stov e where the body bad been burned to be 
taken up and thrown Into a swamp, and the 
rev olv er and ax to be thrown into a pond, 
and had telegrams sent to friends In other 
places making false and misleading inquiries 
as to her husband, and compelled the boys to 
tell ev ery one that her husband had gone 
away from home, she, herself, telling her 
neighbors falsehoods of ev ery description as 
to her husband’s whereabouts. 
During the 
ev ening, while £ frs. Druse and Mary were 
burning the body in the parlor, the two boys 
were amusing themselv es by playing check­ 
ers in the adjoining room, where the murder 
had been committed, thus showing the un­ 
concern and 
utter lack 
of 
feeling of 
the 
whole 
family. 
Mrs. 
Druse 
had 
prev iously 
made 
threats 
against 
the deceased, and boasted that she would be 
rid of him some day. The rev olv er had been 
procured and brought into the house under 
peculiar and suspicious circumstances, indi­ 
cating felonious purposes. 
These and other 
facts, almost too horrible for description, 
mark the case os a plain one of deliberate 
and premeditated murder. 
There seems to 
be scarcely a mitigating circumstance sur­ 
rounding it. 
The daughter, Mary, was sentenced to 
states prison for life. 
* * * The applica­ 
tion [for commutation] can not be placed 
upon any legal grounds,nor can it lie granted 
upon any considerations which usually influ­ 
ence executiv e clemency. 
There are no miti­ 
gating circumstances upon which to base it, 
and there is no pretense of insanity. 
The gov ernor says the only ground for 
executiv e clemency is that the prisoner is a 
woman, and as the law does not make any 
distinction on account of sex the proper place 
to apply is to the legislature with an effort to 
hav e the law changed, if public opinion will 
support such a measure. 
The gov ernor, he 
says, is not responsible for the law, but must 
execute it as he finds it.

been punished for tampering with election 
returns, and Coy replied: “ Well, the noto­ 
riety is good enough while it lasts.” 
S. E. Perkins, the contumacious witness, is 
still in jail, and both he and his counsel re­ 
fuse to indicate what steps will be takeu in

L o n d o n , Dec. 23.—The statement is au­ 
tho rized that Parnell has beco me co nvinced 
that the po sitio n o f the Irish tenants is a 
great deal wo rse than it was when he intro ­ 
duced his preventio n o f evictio ns bill, and he 
believes that the Natio nal league plan o f 
campaign has pro cured abatements o f rents 
where every thing else has failed. 
He do es 
no t think it pro bable that the go vernment 
will pro po se a co ercio n bill, and is satisfied 
that the remarkablo entire absence o f crime 
in Ireland has left no ex cuse fo r co ercio n. 
The suppressio n o f the Natio nal league wo uld, 
ho wever, inevitably result in the o rganiza­ 
tio n o f secret so cieties rivaling each o ther 
in the co mmissio n o f crime, and necessitating 
the go vernment asking parliament fo r fur­ 
ther and further co ercive po wers. 
The present situatio n, he l>elieves, po ints 
stro n gly to the pro bability that the go vern­ 
ment will be o bliged to intro duce a bill re­ 
ducing ren ts to the standard o f the decisio n 
o t the lan d co mmissio ners, and also admit­ 
ting to the leaseho lders that the go v ern men t’s 
illegal metho d o f reducing rents thro u gh Gen . 
Bu ller's actio n had failei, ex cep t in cases 
where mo o n lighters o r the Natio n al leagu e 
p lan o f camp aign had assisted in secu rin g re­ 
du ctio n *.

T here are 
hundreds of cases term in atin g fatally w hich 
m ight have been saved if taken in tim e. 
This is a very uneven w orld, m y friend, 
take it how you will— financially, jxjliti- 
eally, socially or m edicinally. 
W e boast of 
o ur enlightenm ent, b u t you have no idea 
of the superstition existing all around us. 
W hy, the ‘faith cu re’ has so m any follow ­ 
ers th a t it has alm ost grow n respectable. 
See the num ber of clairv o y an t ‘healers’ 
who m aintain them selves in lu x u ry by ‘see­ 
in g ’ th e disease and rem edy in a trance. 
How m any, think you, c a rry hors© chest­ 
nuts in th eir pockets every day of th eir 
lives to keep off rheum atism , and would 
not dare go w ithout one? 
N ot a few, 1 as­ 
sure you. 
Look a t the vast sales of p aten t 
medicines. 
Now let me tell you som ething 
about these p aten t medicines. 
They are 
prepared for general consum ption, and for 
th a t very reason m ust of necessity be w ith­ 
out virtue. 
Y ou never h ear of an y one 
being injured by them —th a t would not do, 
as it would a t once stop tho sale of the 
article. 
Ho they are prepared fo r th e m ost 
delicate child and the strongest m an —m ere 
wash. A rem edy which will do no one harm 
will do no one auy good. 
There are a h un­ 
dred other superstitions, b u t 1 d on’t know 
as I ought to be surprised a t them . 
M edi­ 
cine itself has only recen tly em erged from 
an alm ost barbaric state. Les* th an twenty- 
five years ago we were salivating with calo­ 
mel, cupping, and blistering, and breeding 
fo r alm ost everything. 
The counter irrit­ 
a n t is still practiced to some extent. ” 
“ W hat is th a t:” 
“ \\ hy, if a little boy was beating a drum , 
a n d you wished to hush his noise*, the w ay 
to do it would Is* to commence tiring can­ 
non.
